“UNFAIR TACTICS.” 


HAT is the label the Pimlico officials put on 

what Mack Garner did in and after the race 
for the Pimlico Futurity on the opening day of 
the Maryland Jockéy Club’s autumn meeting, and 
they punished him with suspension for nine days. 
We have other names for it. We call it foul rid- 
ing, followed by sharp practice. 

According to the evidence before the stewards, 
Garner, who was riding Spinach, came over onto 
Flying Heels during the stretch drive, but in 
spite of this the Cochran colt won by a nose. 
Garner then went into the stand and complained 
to the stewards that Kelsay had interfered with 
his mount. 


The stewards questioned Kelsay, letting the re- 
sult stand, and the following day they announced 
Garner’s suspension for the remainder of the 
meeting. 

We thought better of Mack Garner than that; 
thought he was fairer and more of a sportsman, 
and we regret to hear the contrary. 

Perhaps there was promise of a big stake, 
something like 10 per cent of the prize, which 
would mean approximately $5,500, to the jockey, 
should he win. 

To gain large fees jockeys will do many un- 
fair things, as has too often been shown. There- 
fore the Turf’s governors should see to it that 
the practice of giving more than a regular salary, 
or the fees fixed under the rules, is abated. It 
would make for cleaner racing at all points. 

Since the foregoing was written, Willie Gar- 
ner, nephew of Mack Garner, has offended griev- 
ously —grievously enough to have been fined $250 
and suspended 30 days by the Kentucky stewards, 
who have been altogether too lenient with rideis, 
but who now are gradually pulling themselves 
together, and, we hope, away from the political 
influence that has enmeshed them. They had 
on the previous day, suspended Jockey F’. Wood- 
stock for the remainder of the meeting for foul 
riding while guiding Repay in the third race of 
that day. 

We think they were altogether too lenient with 
Willie, since it is patent that they considered 
him to have been deliberately responsible for 
having carried The Nut wide through the stretch 


with his mount, Curate, in the race for the rich 
Latonia Championship Stakes. 

We think that any rider who rides foully, 
especially in a race of such importance as is the 
Latonia Championship Stakes, arranged as it is 
to be a true test of the merits of the 3-year-olds, 
should be ruled off the Turf for life. 

The fact that he is Willie Garner, or that he 
is under contract to Mr. Widener, or that he 1s 
some other jockey, under contract to some other 
important personage on the Turf, should carry 
no weight at all in the matter of punishment. 

Foul riding is foul riding, whenever, wherever 
and by whom committed, and it should be dealt 
with as the spirit of sport and rules of racing 
demand. The guilty should be banished, and 
until they are thus sternly punished the unfair- 
ness will continue. 

After dealing with Mack Garner’s case, the 
stewards at Pimlico had a case of different sort 
to handle. They considered that H. Elston had 
not given Gay Past an honest ride. They sus- 


pended Elston for the remainder of the meeting, 


referred his case to the Maryland State Racing 
Commission and told him to pack his tack. The 
only objection to this action is that they did 
not make his suspension permanent. 

If Elston was undesirable for the remainder 
of the meeting at Pimlico, and if his offense was 
grave enough to be referred to the State Racing 
Commission, then he should have been banished. 
Why pass him on to some other section of the 
country, and perhaps make it necessary to have 
other stewards bother with bim? 

Any dishonest rider is a thief, since he steals 
the rights of another, and there should be no 
place on the Turf, or elsewhere in organized 
society, for a thief, 

We offered the suggestion that racing officials 
come together in conference at Baltimore some 
time during the period between Novembr 18 and 
28, and we still hope they will do so, since much 
good could come from a meeting of that sort. 

The time for action is more than here. It ar- 
rived quite a while back. Let the officials be- 
come filled with the we will spirit and say in 
unison “let’s go.” If they'll do that, America 
will have racing second best to none in the world. 
It will rank first. Let’s go!.

THE CALLER IS CALLED. 


GAIN the Turf loses a noted figure. John L. 

Dempsey (formerly Unterberg), nas answer 
ed the summons. In the twinkling of an eye, 
while in his room at a Dailas hotel, November 7, 
this celebrated caller of races and maker of form 
charts passed from the scene of his earthiy en- 
deavors. Having come to America from his na- 
tive Denmark in the steerage of a boat some 50 
years ago, this man gained the top of his pru- 
fession by dint of application and through strict 
integrity. 

With no education whatever, not even knowl- 
edge of the English language, he came out of 
one of the poorer districts in New York City 
to peddle newspapers upon the streets. With the 
help of other “kids” he learned to spell and to 
read and write. Meanwhile he found his way to 
the race courses as an exercise boy, and when 
too heavy to ride he became a groom. It was as 
attendant for the good racehorse Box, afterward 
sire of Sarazen’s dam, that he came to Ken- 
tucky. 

He then was employed by the late ‘“Snip’’ Don- 
ovan, who was never quite able to remember, 
nor to pronounce, the name “Unterberg,’ so 
Donovan said to him one day: “Lad, I'll give 
you a name that every one knows and can say. 
I'll call you Jack Dempsey, and if you are as 
good a man as was ‘the Nonpariel’ you'll never 
need to make any apology for the changing of 
your name.” So everyone did come to know 
him as Jack Dempsey, and years later, in Ohio, 
the name was legally changed from Unterberg 
to Dempsey. 


Eager to learn, Dempsey offered his services, 
when he could be away from the stable, as a 
messenger for the press stand, and it was not 
long before he was in the good graces of the 
makers of form sheets and the writers of rac- 
ing reports. It was not long, either, until he 
was able to “fill in a chart.”” Then he became 
expert at “taking the call.” Finally came the 
day of days for him, the day when he was to 
have a try-out at “calling,” which is to say 
audibly describing a race, stage by stage, and 
post by post, from start to finish. He succeeded, 
and for years prior to his death he was at the 
top of the profession, for it is a profession—-a 
highly specialized profession. 

He, too, learned to write well the descriptive 
notes carried at the foot of the charts, and to 
prepare the “leads” for the racing stories of the 
day. He was able to and did see more of what 
happened “between posts” than the average ob- 
server of racing. 

But what counts for more than even his abil- 
ity, was his honesty. He often was approached, 
in the days of bookmakers, to “shade the odds,” 
but he always published the prices as he gathered 


them, and he gathered them from the slates of 
the bookmakers as they were. When he did not 
himself gather the prices, he invariably checked 
the one who did gather them. 


He was as temperamental as a prima donna, 
and often as impetuous as a child, but for all 
of that he was courageous, generous and sympa- 
thetic, and many will miss him, especially so the 
aged parents in New York, the brothers he as- 
sisted through school, and the wife, who had 
helped him in his struggles upward. 


SHORT LEATHERS. 


N support of our view that jockeys of today, 
continuing and accentuating the style set by 
Tod Sloan, are riding with leathers too short, we 
find the topic to have been under discussion at 
the annual meeting of the Victoria Racing Club, 
Australia, late in August. 


L. K. S. Mackinnon, the chairman, in reporting 
that during the previous season of racing there 
were 116 accident claims, which included three 
deaths, against the accident fund for jockeys, 
said the accidents were not due to the ecndition 
of the race tracks, and averred that ‘it is either 
due to too large fields and consequent overcrowd- 
ing to the inefficiency of our riders, or to jockeys 
and apprentices riding too short,” adding: “Any- 
how, accidents have become too numerous of late, 
and my committee feels that it has got to investi- 
gate the matter, with the object, if possible, of 
lessening the possibility of accidents, and it is the 
committee’s intention to get our trainers and 
owners together over it and see if we can get 
the true reason for such acidents.” 


Further Mr. Mackinnon said: “My own opinion 
is that our apprentices and jockeys ride far too 
short. You have all seen these boys in their so- 


called “Tod Sloan’ seats, with their knees nearly 
in their mouths and their hands gripping the 
bridles up near the bit. That position on a horse 
may be all right on a dead straight course, where 
no interference should take place, but on our 
circular courses, where a certain amount of ac- 
cidental interference is inevitable, I say that 
these seats are dangerous to the boys themselves 
and to others riding. If a horse gets the slight- 
est little bump from another horse dropping back, 
the boy, to save himself, has to suddenly jerk and 
tighten his rein and hang on to his horse’s head, 
with the result he has not the slightest idea 
where his horse is going. He bumps into another 
horse, and that horse interferes with another, 
and so the trouble begins which brings about 
falls. We have that splendid rider Lewis as an 
example of how a jockey should, in my opinion, 
sit on a horse. Can it be advanced for one 
moment that these boys—-perched like monkeys 


up a stick—-can do more with a horse than a man 


as

like Lewis? It would be well if we got hack to 
a seat with a longer stirrup.” 

The description is well suited to the situation 
in America today, except that no effort, as in 
Australia, is being made by the governors of 
racing to correct the evils attributable to this 
riding too short. Trainers and owners are doing 
little if anything. During recent years they ap- 
pear to have permitted the apprentices and 
jockeys to have their own way about matters 
generally. There is now no stern stable disci- 
pline as regards the riders, and many of them have 
habits not of the best. 

A combination of late hours and short leathers 
makes rather for accidents and poor riding than 
otherwise. We say again, we think it is time 
to shorten the hours out of bed and lengthen 
the leathers. 


A BUSY WEEK AHEAD. 

HIS next is to be a busy week in Lexington, 

especially so the first three days. On M-r- 
day afternoon will be the charity racing at Col. 
E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm. Monday eve- 
ning at 7:30 E. J. Tranter will open his new 
sales paddocks on the Maysville pike with a five 
sessions vendue of 390 Thoroughbreds.

ROSE OF SHARON DIES 


AVING contracted pneumonia on the train 

enroute from Baltimore to Kentucky, Rose 
of Sharon reached the Hartland Stud of her 
owner, former United States Senator Johnson N. 
Camden, near Versailles, in a state of collapse 
and two days later, November 7, she died at 5:30 
o’clock in the afternoon. Everything possible, of 
course, was done by veterinarians and attend- 
ants to save the great filly, more especially since 
Senator Camden treasured her as one to become 
an important unit in his stud of Thoroughbreds, 
and this expectation, it would seem, was fully 
justified by her brilliant Turf record. 

Rose of Sharon was a chestnut filly, foaled 
1926, by *Light Brigade, out of Rosa Mundi, by 
Plaudit. She was bred by Senator Camden and 
was reserved from racing as a 2-year-old. She 
made her first start at Lexington on April 22 of 
this year and during her career ran in 14 races, 
the last of which was the Potomac Handicap at 
Havre de Grace, September 21, which she won. 
It carried a net value of $20,000, and that was 
the richest of the ten races in which she tri- 
umphed. She was only once unplaced, that in 
the American Classic Stakes at Arlington Park, 
July 18, which event was won by Blue Larkspur, 
and in which she was the only filly to appear. 
She won the Ashland Oaks, at Lexington; the 
Kentucky Oaks, at Louisville; the Illinois Oaks, 
at Washington Park; the Latonia Oaks, at La- 
tonia, and the Chicago Test Stakes, at Haw- 
thorne. Her earnings aggregated $64,069.50. 

She was insured with the Car & General Insur- 
ance Corporation, Limited, of London, for $50,000, 
but this sum does not adequately compensate 
Senator Camden for his loss, yet it is evidence 
of his wisdom in having protection to that 
extent.

DEATH OF J. L. DEMPSEY 


a heart attack in his room at a 
hotel in Dallas, Texas, November 7, J. L. 
Dempsey, 58, noted racing chart maker and Turf 


writer, died suddenly. Mrs. Adah Hopkins 
Dempsey, his wife, at the 
time was at their home 
in New Orleans. She di- 
rected that the body be 
sent to Nashville, her 
former home, for inter- 
ment, which was done. 
Mrs. Dempsey met the 
body at Memphis and ac- 
companied it to Nashville, 
where funeral services 
were in charge of the 
Benevolent Protective Or- 
der of Elks, of which 
“Jack” was a life mem- 
ber, and for which he had 
done fine service. The 
interment was in the Hop- 
kins family lot at Nash- 
ville, Mrs. Dempsey hav- 
ing been a daughter of 
the former superintendent 
of the famous Belle Meade 
Stud farm. 

Dempsey had for more 
than a quarter of a cen- 
tury made charts for The 
Cincinnati Enquirer, Daily 
Racing Form, Washington 
Post and numerous other 
publications and at the 
time of his death and for 
several years past he pub- 
lished “Dempsey’s Pocket 
Form Chart,” which was 
issued locally at various 
racing points from a port- 
able press. He employed two or three crews of 
men, and had come to be the leader of his pro- 
fession in the West and South. 

We have more to say of him and his career

GLENCOE’S NOTES 


T becomes amusing to note the divergence of 
opinion displayed in newspaper reports, as 
to what constitutes a good or a bad start. One 
report will label a start good, yet another will 
report the start as bad. This difference of opin- 
ion should not make any difference to the dope 
enthusiast, if he understood the why and the 
wherefore, but it is a trifle rough on the starter 
who has prided himself on his work. 

The reason of this frequent divergence of opin- 
ion, might best be explained in the words of ad- 
vice tendered to his jockey, Fred Littlefield, by 
the late John A. Morris, of Morris Park. 

It was during a meeting at Morris Park, in the 
Jate nineties, when Fred Littlefield had been rid- 
ing in a somewhat unlucky streak, and the news- 
papers took occasion to roast him most unmer- 
cifully. Fred was a nice-mannered, unassuming 
little man, and whatever else might be said of 
him it could never be inferred that he was doing 
ought but his best for his employers, But Fred 


was unfortunately sensitive to criticism, and 
owing to the continued contumely heaped upon 
him by the newspapers, finally decided to hand 
in his colors, and abandon his profession. 

He, approached Mr. Morris on the subject, told 
him of his determination, and explained to him 
that he could no longer stand for the constant 
criticism of the press. “I want to quit riding, 
Mr. Morris, for I can’t stand to be perpetually 
and unfairly roasted, when I know that I am 
doing my best,” he said. 

Mr. Morris’ reply was characteristic of the 
man. “Don’t take the matter to heart so, Fred. 
Take no notice of the newspaper criticism. I per- 
sonally know that you are always doing your 
best. as you always have done. Bear this in 
mind, ‘The criticisms of the newspaper corre- 
spondents, in most instances, are merely the 
barometer of their betting transactions.’ ”’ 


And, this same difference in the ideas of cor- 
respondents as to what constitutes a good or a 
bad start, may generally be ascribed to what 
Mr. Morris called the barometer of the corre- 
spondent’s betting transactions. 

* * * 


Most, of those employed around the New York 
race tracks during the summer months are now 
compelled to undergo a siege of six months of 
idleness, and only a favored few have snug winter 
berths to tumble into. The New York racing 
judges naturally are sought for and engaged by 
the proprietors of the winter tracks. E. C. Smith 
will function at the Florida tracks during the 
winter. and Chris Cornehlsen will fill a like of- 
ficial position in Cuba. Starter George Cassidy 
will preside at the barrier at both of the Florida 
tracks, and the ex-steenlechase jockey Jimmy 
Mara, who wields the yellow timing flag will take 
up his accustomed place of timekeeper on one of 
the big New York docks. Austin McLaughlin 
will be found in his accustomed position of pad- 
dock and natrol judge at Fair Grounds at New 
Orleans. James (Airplant) Casey, who formerly 
dropped the timer’s flag at Miami is still a 
patient in the hospital at Baltimore. His position 
at Miami will be filled by Billy Oliver, a former 
well known owner of horses, and friend of the 
late Mars Cassidy.

He will 
have a big string in training this coming season, 
and in engasing the services of Johnnie Hastines 
as trainer has certainly made a judicious and 
verv happy selection, since Johnnie is popular 
with evervone. He makes his headquarters at 
Belmont Park.

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NEW LEXINGTON SALES PADDOCKS TO OPEN NEXT WEEK

EXT Monday evening, November 18, begin- 

ning at 7:30 o’clock, after the racing of that 
afternoon at Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm 
for the benefit of the orphans in Kentucky insti- 
tutions, the new Lexington Sales Paddocks, the 
property of E. J. Tranter, president of the Fasig- 
Tipton Company, will be used for the first time 
with a sale of approximately 70 Thoroughbred 
yearlings, representing the consignments of Col. 
Phil T. Chinn, master of Himyar Stud, and of 
Joe F. Patterson & Co. 


These paddocks have been erected regardless 
of expense and surpass, by far, any sales pad- 
docks in this country, if not in the world. With 
an arena heated to the proper temperature, the 
buyers and onlookers may attend these sales 


knowing they will be comfortable. This will be 
an innovation, since persons attending winter 
sales of Thoroughbreds have not hitherto enjoyed 
an evenly heated building. 

The yearlings to be sold the first evening have 
been broken and publiciy tried at the Lexington 
track, the majority of them having displayed 
their speed over that course Friday morning, 
November 8, in the presence of a large number 
of spectators. Nearly all who were present ,held 
watches, but the timing was officially done by 
Messrs. John T. Ireland, Tom B. Young, Lucas 
B. Combs, Jesse Spencer, Jake Loewenstein, Fred 
A. Forsythe, R. C. Frakes, Dan Kennedy and W. 
T. Wilmore. Messrs. C. S. Hudson, Cornelius 
Dailey, Wm. McClure, Al Smitha, John T. Judy, 
Eugene Rucker, W. N. King and Robert Shrop- 
shire were among those present. The times re- 
corded were from :10 4-5 to :11 2-5 for a fur- 
long at high speed. The track was not at its 
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best, being lacking in life, as is generally the case 
after a rainy spell. 

A perusal of the catalogue, which was issued 
November 9, will produce the opinion that no such 
collection of tried yearlings has ever before 
been offered at public auction. The majority of 
them are by successful sires out of good, if not 
great mares. 

The nights of Tuesday and Wednesday, No- 
vember 19 and 20, will also be devoted to year- 
lings, the principal consignors being Keeneland 
Stud, Dr. Marius E. Johnston, Xalapa Farm, Es- 
tate of J. W. Bailey, James P. Edwards, C. C. & 
G. Y. Hieatt, Carr & Piatt, San Geronimo Stud, 
H. C. Ragan, Mrs. C. W. Moore, W. E. Simms 
and many others. 

The yearlings are the get of such sires as High 
Time, *Negofol, Pennant, John P. Grier, Ladkin, 
Eternal, Nocturnal, *Wrack, *Light Brigade, *Pot 
au Feu, Bunting, *McGee, Supremus, *Durbar II., 
Upset, Noah, Pagan Pan, *Golden Broom, Wild- 
air, Campfire, Jim Gaffney, Westy Hogan, Thun- 
derer, Rire aux Larmes, *Master Charlie, Olam- 
bala, *Donnacona, Midway, and Sir John John- 
son and other great sires. Many of these year- 
lings have been broken and tried and their trials, 
made in public before responsible parties, will be 
announced at the sale. ; 

Of the consignments of broodmares to be of- 
fered Tuesday and Wednesday afternoons, the 
most important is that of Col. Phil. T. Chinn’s 
Himyar Stud. He is selling 50 inares, and every 
mare has been examined and pronounced safe in 
foal. They are principally young mares that 
Chinn has purchased from time to time because 
their individuality and pedigree appealed to him 
for Himyar Stud broodmares.

If this sale is a success 
then Lexington may take her place as the New- 
market of America, and these annual fall ven- 
dues develop similarly to those now known as 
the Newmarket December Sales. The result of 
the coming sale alone can foretell the future. 

The catalogue for this sale is the largest in the 
matter of pages and weight yet issued for an 
auction of Thoroughbreds in Kentucky. It weighs 
1% pounds. The largest catalogue in point of 
numbers sold was the Fasig-Tipton Company’s 
catalogue for the sale at Lexington in November, 
1907, which contained 597 head. 


NEW YORK 


SEASON CLOSES. 
HE curtain was rung down on racing in New 
York for the season of 1929 on Election 


Day, Tuesday, November 5, which was the second 
and last day of the United Hunts meeting at 
Bowman Park, Rye. There was big attendance 
and the sport was augmented by two stakes 
events, one of which was the sixth running of 
the Temple Gwathmey Memorial Steeplechase 
Handicap (about 2% miles, 4:51 4-5, track fast, 
net value $15,900) which was won by Joseph 
E. Widener’s Arc Light, 5-year-old chestnut geld- 
ing by *Archaic, out of Felicity, by *Rock Sand 
(tabulated pedigree in THE BLOOD-HORSE No. 15, 
page 12.) 

Are Light won by four lengths from Jefferson 
Livingston’s Le Bey, which was five lengths in 
front of Brookmeade Stable’s Rooney. Devil Kin, 
Landy Boy, Huffy, Cahanemore, and Huette fin- 
ished in the order named. Le Bey was rushed 
into command at the second turn of the field, 
but toward the end swerved badly and tired near 
the final jump, where Arc Light disposed of him 
and drew away. 

Are Light then was sent over to Pimlico and 
there on Saturday, November 9, won the Manly 
Memorial Steeplechase Handicap. 

Martis, 2-year-old son of Sir Martin from Fly- 
ing Jib, by Friar Rock, easily won the other 
feature of the day, the fifth running of the Blem- 
ton Stakes (7-8 mile, 1:26 4-5, track fast, net 
value $2,175) for W. S. Schuttler, of Chicago. 
The other starters were Greentree Stable’s Cap- 
stone, second, Flying Horse Stable’s entry Devil’s 
Due, and News Flashes, fourth and fifth re- 
spectively. Martis raced into a good safe lead, 
was shaken up in the stretch and easily held 
Capstone safe. 

Tabulated pedigree of Martis was published on 
page 12, THE BLOOD-HORSE, No. 22. 


MANY CLAIMS. _ 


During the year at the five tracks governed 
by The Jockey Club, 170 claims were made for 
horses, the total amount involved being $541,200, 
average $3,183.50, according to a report made 
by Albert Burlen, clerk of the scales. At Sara- 
toga 29 claims were made; at Belmont Park, 14 
in the spring and 7 in the autumn; at Aqueduct, 
22 spring and 9 autumn; at Jamaica, 24 spring 
and 14 autumn, and at Empire City, 25 spring 
and 26 autumn. When James Butler’s Bask was 
entered to be claimed for $3,000, the record num- 
ber of 15 claims were made, and $45,000 was 
placed with the racing secretary, who called a 
guard about him until the drawing was held, A. 
G. Robertson (who had made the 13th claim) 
was announced as the winner, and the money re- 
turned to the others. Click, Kopeck and Okay- 
bee each were claimed for $8,000, the highest 
price of the year. Parnell Bound, which E. F. 
Sanford claimed from E. J. O’Connell, is consid- 
ered to have been the best bargain.

Certainly should be as 
long as the proverbial lane that has no turning. 
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KENTUCKY 


LATONIA. 
HIS is the closing week of the Latonia Jockey 
Club’s autumn meeting. It has been the 
wettest, with the most miserable track, in the 
history of the organization, and after the rain 
of Sunday there is no likelihood of any consider- 
able improvement in the footing, even should the 
weather remain dry throughout the week. The 
best possible that can be hoped for is a slow or 
good track on the last day, Saturday, November 
16, when the feature will be the Queen City 
Handicap, for 2-year-olds, at one mile, worth 
possibly $17,000. 

After 15 days of rain, the track was in such 
deplorable condition that 7 days of dry weather 
failed to get it out of the gooey, holding state, 
so with this additional rain it seems hopeless. 
The track has too much clay and not enough sand 
or other soil, in the opinion of horsemen who 
have been racing over it. Tracks with a good 
deal of sand are slower, yet safer, than are those 
without sand. But on the tracks without sand, 
which become hard, firm and fast in dry 
weather, extreme speed can be displayed, and 
that’s why some track managers and superin- 
tendents prefer them. They are not so good on 
the horses, but they enable the management to oc- 
casionally see in the headlines of the newspapers 
the startling expression: ‘Track Record Broken!” 
They have the mistaken idea that this is good 
advertising. The laws of average, entering in, 
as they do in all things, make poor advertising 
when such a track reaches the state in which 
Latonia now 1s. 

It would seem to be far better business to have 
a sandy track, well drained, safe at all times, 
even though slow, than to have a track such as 
Latonia now has. 


THE NUT TRIUMPHS. 

Willie Garner, riding Joseph E. Widener’s 
Curate, carried The Nut, owned by the Warm 
Stable and ridden by J. Smith, to the extreme 
outside in the race for the eleventh Latonia 
Championship Stakes, Saturday, November 9, but 
for all of his interference, the son of Mad Hatter 
—Afternoon, by Prince Palatine, exceptionally 
well handled by his rider, was able to get his 
head in front at the finish and earn $34,325 and 
a trophy for Messrs. Silas B. Mason and W. 
Arnold Hanger and associates in the Warm 
Stable ownership. 

The stewards promptly, though leniently, pun- 
ished young Mr. Garner for his foul riding. He 
was fined $250 and suspended for 30 days. The 
suspension meant little, since the stable is going 
into winter quarters at Elmendorf Farm this 
week, and the $250 means little more than a bet 
lost to the rider, since it is highly probable that 
his employer would have given him a big stake 
had he won—and not been disqualified. 

The impression prevails at Latonia that, had 
Curate won, he would have been promptly dis- 
qualified, as he unquestionably should have been. 
The leading horse is entitled to any part of the 
track, but the rule reads that, “if it swerve or is 
ridden to either side so as to interfere with or 
impede another horse, it is a foul, and such horse 
shall be disqualified, whether the foul was wilful 
or the result of careless riding, and if the stew- 
ards believe it was intentional, they shall fine 
or suspend the guilty jockey.” 

There were only five starters for the Latonia 
Championship Stakes, $25,000 added, for 3-year- 


olds, one mile and three-quarters, 3:26, net value 
to winner $34,235 and trophy, $3,000 to second, 
$2,000 to third, and $1,000 to fourth. The other 
three starters were C. C. & G. Y. Hieatt’s filly, 
Ben Machree, Belair Stud’s Frisius, and Hal 
Price Headley’s Sandy Shore. On the strength 
of her victory in the Latonia Cup, but very 
likely unmindful of the fact that she was carry- 
ing 123 pounds instead of 100 pounds, as on the 
previous occasion, the large crowd present made 
the filly their favorite. ‘The best she could do 
was third, fifteen lengths back. She has shown 
conclusively that she likes a long race under 
very light weight. She cannot carry weight and 
win. 

Frisius and Sandy Shore were never in the 
picture after the first mile and from there in 
might as well have been in the barn, as far as 
contention was concerned, except that Frisius got 
fourth horse’s $1,000. 

Curate had a lead of four lengths at the end 
of the mile and a half, but began weakening 
thereafter, and was a very tired horse at the 
finish. The Nut, from a very slow beginning, 
steadily and stoutly progressed until he got up 
with him in the stretch, and then it was that 
Curate fouled him, but, finishing far over to the 
outside, he was just able to overcome the in- 
terference and to win by a head. 

The Nut was brought to Lexington November 
11 and has gone into winter quarters at Dun- 
treath Farm, on the Versailles Pike. The Nut’s 
pedigree was published in THE BLOOD-HoRSE No. 
22, page 13. 

JOHN E. MADDEN’S FUNERAL. 

Following a requiem mass in St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, New York, Wednesday morning, 
November 6, the body of John E. Madden, noted 
Turfman, master of Hamburg Place, whose death 
in the Pennsylvania Hotel, New York, occurred 
the previous Sunday, was placed in a train and 
brought to Lexington.

16 winners, C. Quattlebaum 15 and A. Robert- 
son 13. Favorites won 37 percent of the races. 
The richest race was the Washington Handicap, 
$26,100 net value to winner, and was won by 
Sun Beau.

*Strolling Player, owned by the Salubria Stable, 
romped to victory in the fourteenth running of the 
Pimlico Fall Serial Weight-For-Age Race No. 1 


(6 furlongs, 1:14 1-5, track heavy, net value 
$4,140) at Pimlico, November 4. He paid his 


backers $33 to 2. Senator J. N. Camden’s Mar- 
tinique was second; Distraction, an added starter 
was third, and Chianti, another added starter 
was fourth. My Sis, Baron King, Pennant Lass 
and Mad Hattie finished as named. My Sis set 
the early pace, but *Strolling Player soon raced 
her into submission and held command the rest 
of the way, drawing away at the end to win by 
six lengths.

DEAVOLO WINS SIXTH STAKE. 


Diavolo 4-year-old chestnut colt (by Whisk 
Broom II—-Vexatious, by Peter Pan), the good 
handicap horse from the Whealtey Stable, proved 
the best in the twenty-second running of the 
Bowie Handicap (115 miles, 2:33 1-5, track fast, 
net value $9,375), at Pimlico, November 6. The 
race called out the best, and Diavolo with top 
weight of 127 pounds, raced into a long lead at 
the mile ground and won seven lengths in front 
of W. E. Caskey Jr.’s William T. W. J. Salmon’s 
Display was third a length and a half back and 
eight lengths in front of W. M. Jefford’s Bateau, 
and he was fifteen lengths in front of Gifford A. 
Cochran’s Genie. Stream Line finished last. 
Stream Line set the pace for the first three-quar- 
ters with Genie and Bateau close up. Burke rated 
Diavolo well back of the pace, and was forced to 
take a wide course when he moved up to the 
leaders entering the back stretch but gained 
the lead before going a mile, increased his lead 
at will and then drew away without much effort. 

This was Diavolo’s tenth start, and he has won 
seven of them, twice second, and once third, nev- 
er having been unplaced this season. 

He has accounted for the Dixie, Brookdale, 
and Saratoga Handicaps, Saratoga Cup, and the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup, and his winnings now 
total $77,140 for the year. Pedigree and family 
details of Diavolo were published in THE BLOoD- 
HORSE No. 16, page 18. 


PIMLICO GRADED HANDICAPS. 

The Pimiico Graded Handicaps, one mile and 
seventy vards, were run in three divisions, 
Classes A, B and C, at the Pimlico course, No- 
vember 8. The first class called out seven start- 
ers, with Mrs. Katherine E. Hitt’s Hot Toddy, the 
favorite in the betting, and indications were that 
the son of Ed Crump would win, but W. J. Sal- 
mon’s Preakness winner, Dr. Freeland (by *Light 
Brigade—Toddle by Celt), racing in a forward 
position, came with good speed in the final drive 
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and wore down Hot Toddy in the final eighth to 
win by a length. Chief Executive was third, and 
Inception, Upset Lad, Coin Collector and Mar- 
tinique, finished as named. Dr. Freeland covered 
the distance in 1:45. 

The second division also had seven starters 
and was won by W. J. Salmon’s Annapolis (son 
of Man o’ War and Panoply, by Peter Pan). 
Arden Farms Stable’s Sun Shadow was second, 
John B. third, and Passing By, Bask, Ormonbird 
and War Hawk finished as named. Annapolis 
was able to cover the ground in 1:45 4-5. 

R. Pending’s Celeritas (by Zeus—Celtiva, by 
Celt), won the Class C division. After having 
raced far back, unable to assume a commanding 
position, he came to his field on the outside, 
closed in game fashion and in the last few strides 
was able to win by a nose from W. Maher’s Bye 
and Bye. H. G. Bedwell’s Fair Bill was third. 
Lommern, Nealon Kay, Shasta Bally, Star Flyer, 
Habeas Corpus and Bond Slave finished as named. 
Celeritas covered the distance in 1:47, and paid 
his backers 133.90 to 2, the longest price of the 
day. 

When W. J. Salmon’s Annapolis won the second 
division of this handicap, it gave him three vic- 
tories for the day, Dr. Freeland having won the 
previous division of the Graded Handicap and 
Display won the 1 1-16 miles purse race. Display 
now holds third place in the list of America’s 
greatest money winners. He has a total of 
$249,681, while Man o’ War has to his credit 
$249,465. Exterminator is second on the list 
and Display needs only to win $2,915 to displace 
the famous gelding. 

Since the foregoing was written Display won 
the Baltimore Handicap, 1 mile and 70 yards, for 
all ages, at Pimlico, November 11, netting $3,995 
with his stable companion Dr. Freeland second. 
This brings his total to $253,576, which displaces 
Exterminator and gives the son of Fair Play 
second rank in the list of leading money winners 
in America. 


ARC LIGHT WINS THE MANLY. 

Fresh from his triumph of November 5 at Bow- 
man Park, when he won the rich Temple 
Gwathmey Memorial Steeplechase Handicap, 
Joseph E. Widener’s Arc Light, again jumping in 
good form, at Pimlico, November 9, easily won 
the fourteenth running of the Manly Memorial 
Steeplechase Handicap (214 miles, 4:56 4-5, track 
fast, net value $8,775). He finished two lengths 
in front of Beelzebub, which was six lengths in 
front of Crumpler, and he ten lengths in front of 
Huffy. Rubigny, Brigueil and Red Rocket II 
were the other starters finishing as named. Arc 
Light was reserved behind the leaders for the 
first two miles, reached Beelzebub at the thir- 
teenth fence and gaining command at the 
fifteenth jump, was hard ridden thereafter and 
drew away clear under pressure. 

Are Light has won five races from his seven 
starts this season, accounting for the Glendale 
Steeplechase and the Grand National and has 
earned $82,375. Pedigree and family particulars 
were published in Tuk BLoop-HORSE No. 15, 
page 12. 

NED O. WINS WALDEN. 

Ned O. carried the colors of his owner, G. W. 
Foreman, to victory in the twenty-third running 
of the Walden Handicap (1 1-16 miles, 1:47 3-5, 
track fast, net value $11,400) winning by a head 
from S. W. Labrot’s Fortunate Youth at Pim- 


lico, November 9. W. J. Salmon’s Swinfield was 
third, a head back and half a length in front of 
E. R. Bradley’s Night Signal. Sydney, Sun 
Craig, Brown Admiral, Culloden, Peto and Stan- 
ton finished as named. Ned O. far back of his 
field for the first three-quarters, secured racing 
room along the inner rail when making his chal- 
lenge and got up in the last few strides. For- 
tunate Youth had held command since the half- 
mile ground. Ned O. was an odds-on favorite 
in the betting and Brown Admiral was the next 
choice. Fortunate Youth paid $39.10 to 2 a place, 
and had Ned O. not been able to save the day 
for his supporters, Fortunate Youth would have 
rewarded his few backers 198 to 2.

Charles Irby won 6 races and $4,250 and 
headed the list of owners and trainers for the

NEW CONTROL AT MIAMI 


NFORMATION from Miami, Florida, as of 
November 10, is to the effect that J. H. Car- 
stairs, of Philadelphia, and a number of associ- 
ates, have purchased from Joseph M. Smoot con- 
trolling interest in the Miami Jockey Club. 

The Miami Herald states that Barclay H. War- 
burton, of Philadelphia and Palm Beach, will be 
President of the Miami Jockey Club, and Frank 
J. Bruen, Vice President of Madison Square 
Garden Corporation, will serve as general man- 
ager. 

Frank Bruen held a similar position with the 
Miami Club during last year’s race meeting, but 
resigned to accept the position with the Garden 
Corporation. He will succeed John I. Day. It is 
understood Mr. Bruen will continue his present 
office with the Garden Corporation. Mr. War- 
burton only recently resigned as Mayor of Palm 
Beach. 

The new management immediately assumed 
control of the Miami Jockey Club and wili carry 
on the plans already under way for the coming 
45-day meet, opening January 16. 

Mr. Carstairs is the senior of the firm of 
Carstairs & Pierce, owners of the Mapleton Stud 
at Malvern, Pa., the home of the good sire 
Tryster.
